Such a 
rule would place a somewhate unpleasant 
duty upon the speaker, which he would 
naturally be reluctant to perform unless 
the case was of a flagrant type, so to speak, 
and then it would devolve entirely upon 
the house to act. Under such a provision of 
the rules, while it would not interfere 
with free debate and the fullest debate, 
the house would have the power to prevent 
a minority of its members from blocking 
the machinery indefinitely. 

Without. a provision of some kind ia 


the rules that would allow the democratic 


majority to act, the republican minority 
would have the power to prevent the repeal 
of the McKinley law or to block any legis- 
lation the majority might advocate. 

Such a rule could not be made use of 
except by the house itself and then only 
in case where its use became an absolute 
necessity. It may be put there as a protec- 
tion in case of emergencies, but for use in 
no other time. By its use the majority 
would be able to adopt the legislation for 
which the country holds jt responsible. 

There may be a few other changes in the 
rules, such as making 10 Oa quorum in com- 
mittee of the whole, but in the main the 
rules will be the same as those of the last 
congress. 

Ren Hussell Talks. 

Colonel Ben Russell, of the second Geor- 
gia district, promises to do some good work 
in this congress. Already he has made him- 
self popular with his colleagues. On account 
of his former experience here as clerk to 
the committee on elections he understands 
the customs and rules of the house and 
can, therefore, start out a peg in advance 
of other new members. 


In discussing financial legislation today | 


Colonel Russell described his position in 
this way: 

“First and foremost I stand squarely on 
the democratic platform. Next, I am an 
advocate of free silver on a parity with 
gold. As to whether free silver is the 
panacea for the evils complained of by the 
people, I am like the man at the hotel, 
who, when the waiter asked him if he would 
take coffee or tea, replied: ‘If this is coffee 
I am drinking I will take tea, and if it is 
tea I will take coffee.’ 

“‘My idea is that in addition to the free 
coinage i@f silver the best solution 
of the whole financial problem is the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax on state banks, and 
allow the states to issue their own money 
as they did previous*to the war. Strange 
to say the third party people and their ilk 
are opposed to the state banking system; 
they say that it is wild cat money. At the 
same time they can see by the report of 
the comptrotler of the treasury that more 
than 100 national banks have failed in the 
last six months, common rumor having 
placed it at 200 banks. During the entire 
time the so-called ‘wild cat’ system of Geor- 
gia was in operation the percentage of fail-

nativnal banking system.¢‘fhe third party 
people say that the money could not be 
carried out of the state; suppose it could 
not, money moves the crops, develops the 
country, and when a man wants to travel 
he can very easiiy get New York exchange.

Congress Gets a Good Start on Its Ex- 
traordinary Session. 


THE ELECTION OF SPEAKER CRISP 


And Other Scenes in the House 
Where the Special Interest Lay. 


GEORGIA BOYS IN THEIR GOOD CLOTHES 


| Made a Fine Showing-The Drawing for 
Seate—The Exercises in the Senate 
Were Less Interesting. 


Washington, August 7.—(Special.)—Until 
the 4th of March, 1895, Charles I*. Crisp, 
of Georgia, will preside over the house of 
representatives of the United States. To- 
day he was formally elected speaker for a 
second term, and he organized the house 
of the fifty-third congress. Both houses 
organized today but did no other business, 
The senate having adjourned early in re- 
spect to the memory of the late Senator 
Stanford, this prevented the president send- 
ing in his message, but it is ready and will 
be received shortly after noon tomorrow. 

The house was the center of interest. 
At 10 o’clock the galleries commenced fill- 
ing. By 11 o’clock every seat was occu- 
pied, the aisles were filled and the crowds 
extended out into the corridors. Thousands 
who had gathered could not even crowd 
into ithe upper cerridors. The galleries 
presented the appearance of pretty beds of 
variegated flowers. The ladies were out 
in their summer gowns of all colors. It 
was an Easter day for them. Each wore 
her prettiest gown and newest hat. Natu- 
rally the eyes of the members wandered to 
the gallery as they entered the hall. In- 
deed, some of the younger members were 
more absorbed with the sights of the gal- 
lery than of the floor. 

The Members Were Prompt. 


Before noon almost every member of the 
house was in his seat. There was a marked 
absence of the negligee shirt, usually pop- 
ular during the summer session. Indeed, 
the members were dressed in their best, 
and the house presented a good appearance. 
Among the Georgians white vests seemed 
popular. Messrs. Turner, Tate and Caba- 
niss wore vests of immaculate whiteness. 
Major Black wore a black sack coat with 
a grayish tie. Colonel Livingston appeared 
in his Newton county Prince Albert; Judge 
Lawson in his usual modest black cut-away; 
Judge Maddox wore an alpaca coat and 
white* tie; Colonel Moses looked very dap- 
per in a new blue cut-away; Colonel Ben 
Russell a modest black suit, and Colonel 
Lester a dark gray sack. 

The house was called to order at nod® by 
Clerk Kerr. According to the rules the 
clerk always calls a new house to order and 
presides until the election of a speaker. 
The roll of members was called and then 
Mr. Kerr ‘announced the election of a 
speaker in order. 

Judge Holman arose. There was silence. 
The judge seemed a little nervous. 

“IT have the honor,” said he, “to place in 
nomination for the high office of speaker 
Hon. James F. Crisp, of——” 

The house roared, interrupting the In- 
dianian, while several around him cried, 
“Charles.” Of course it was a slip of the 
tongue, but the laughter was so great that 
Judge Holman’s correction could not be 
heard. 

When the laughter had subsided Mr. Hen- 
derson, of Illinois, nominated Thomas B. 
Reed, the republicans applauded. 
Then Mr. - Kerr, of Nebras- 
ka, a red-headed populist, cried 
out to the clerk and nominated Hon. Jere- 
miah Simpson, of Kansas, for speaker. 
The nomination was received with langh- 
ter. Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, the first 
lieutenant of the republican side, leaned 
over to shake Jerry’s hand in congratula- 
tion. 

The roll was called. The clerk announce- 
ed: Crisp, 214; Reed, 122; Simpson, 7 and 
declared Mr. Crisp elected. » 

All. sides applauded lustily. Messrs. 
Holman, Reed and Simpson were appoint- 
ed a committee to escort the speaker to 
the chair. Judge Crisp had remained in 
the speaker’s room up to this time. The 
committee called for him there. He took 
Judge Holman’s arm. Ex-Speaker Keed 
and Jerry Simpson followed but declined 
to lock arms. 

As the little procession entered the main 
door of the hall, a wild hurrah, joined 
into by the galleries, went up. When 
that was over there was laughter at the 
picture of burly Tom Reed and sundried 
little Jerry Simpson, walking side by side 
dangling their arms and looking away from 
each other. 

Speaker Crisp wore his usual black 
Prince Albert coat, a low cut vest and a 
small white tie. 

ss gndge Criap’s Short Speech. 

As Judge Hollman escorted him to the 
stand, the clerk announced that Mr. 
O'Neill, of Pennsylvania, who is the oldest 
member of the house in point of service, 
would administer the oath. Before that 
was done, Judge Crisp wrapped and said: 


‘Representatives: Profoundly grateful for 
this mark of your confidence, I shatl try to 
be, in some degree, worthy of it by an honest 
discharge of the duties of the office on wrich 
I am about to enter, with fidelity, with cour. 
fesy and with the strictest impartiality. (Ap- 
pilause.) I am now ready to take the oath of 
offic

Then Mr. O'Neill stepped out in front 
of the clerk’s desk with a book in his hand. 
The speaker raised his right hand. Mr. 


speaker repeated after him. 

"That concluded, Speaker Crisp .wrapped 
and announced prayer would be offered by 
the chaplaia of the last house, and Dr. 
Milburn. the oliid preacher whose dramatic 
and eloquent prayers have been heard for 
many years, offered his last in the house. 
He is now chaplain of the senate where 
he begins his duties tomorrow. 

The roll was called by states. Twenty 
to thirty names were called, when the mem-

When Michigan was *called, Mr. Burrow 
objected to the oath being administered 
to Mr, Richardson, of that state, whose 
name was on the clerk’s lists and under 
established precedent, he was instructed 
to stand aside. 

When the South Carolina delegatton was 
called on, an unusual spectacle was pre- 
sented.. Im the center of the delegation

negro, evidently of’ the purest African de- 
scent. No white blood could ever have 
trickled through the veins of his ancestors. 
There have been one or two. negro mem- 
bers of almost every house for a dozen or 
more of years, but this is the first jet 
black fellow who has-occupied a seat in 
congress. 

e members being ¢worn in, the officers 
of the house nominated at Saturday’s even- 
ing caucus were elected and sworn in. 

Following this, Mr. ©’Ferrell introduced 
a resolution that Mr. Richardson, of Mich- 
igan, be sworn in a member. Mr. 
Burrows offered 4 bubstitn itute resolution 
that Mr. Belknap be Bworn im. Both men 
have’ certificates, RicRardson from the re- 
turning board in existence at the time of 
the election; Belknap!from a subsequently 
appointed returning board. It was agreed 
that debate should be allowed on the facts

Drawing the Seats. 

Then, commenced the exciting scene _of 
drawing for seats:. Three hundred and 
fifty-six numbered balls were placed in a 
box.” A number wats placed opposite each 
member's name. Then a blindfolded page 
would draw a number from the box and the 
name opposite the corresponding number 
on the list called. The members retired 
to the lebby in the rear before the drawing 
commenced. Under the custom of the 
house by resolution the oldest member on 


Reed, were allowed to select seats in ad- 
vance. The two oldest members, Judge 
Holman and Mr. O'Neil, chose their old 
seats. .Mr. Reed did the same. 

Then Colonel Buck {Gilgore, of Texas, 
wanted to know of in hee where the 
house intended allowing the republicans to 
sit. The speaker repl that no provis- 
jon was ever made as to how the parties 
should be separated, but there was generally 
an understanding among the members. Mr.

McMillin 
was thé fifth. He sélected-his old seat, the 


Our own Lon Livingston was the seventh. 
Hé strode into the hall with a fully devel- 
oped Newton county stride and pounced 
down into ‘his old seat of the last congress 
on the right of the main aisle and near the 
main door. It was a long time befvre 
another Georgia name was called. Then 
two came out together—Judge Lawson aml 
Judge Maddox. Judge Lawson took the 
seat on the right of Mr. McMillin and Judge 
Mathiox sat immédiately in front. Mr. 
Tate was the next lucky one. He sat on 
the right of Judge Maddox. The name of 
Mr. Cabaniss trailed along later out of 
tthe box, and he selected a seat in the tier 
to the right of the center of the democratic 
side, just across from Mr.’ McMillin and in 
the rear of Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia. 
Next came Judge Turner and Colonel Les- 
ter together agd they chose seats together 
behind Mr. Cabaniss. 

It seemed after this that the names of 
the three remaining Georgians would never 
be called. , They waited impatiently for 
half an hour, when finally Major Black’s 
name came out of the box and he got the 
last seat back in the corner of the demo- 
cratic side. Colonel Ben Russell and Mr. 
Moses did not fare even that well. When 
their names were called all the seats on 
the democratic side had been filled and they 
were forced to go back into the dark cor- 
ner of ‘the republican side, buf they are in 
good company, for such democratic leaders 
as Mr. Sayres, of Texas; Mr. Bland, Col- 
onel Fellows, of New York, and Amos 
Cummings were forced into this dark cor- 
ner themselves. Fortunately for all these 
there are always plenty of absent demo- 
crats and whenever they want to talk they 
can do so from the democratie side. 

After the drawing of seats and an agree- 
ment for-an hour's. debate'on each side on 
the Michigan case tomorrow the house a.l- 
journed.

Burn the House of the Conrads in 
Boone Township. 


THREE RIDERLESS HORSES FOUND 


Which Is a Sign That the Conrads 
Are Killing the White Caps. 


EVERYBODY {S$ GOING ARMED. 


Anda Bloody Baitle Is Expected Within 
the Next Twenty-Four Hours. 
Criminal News Generally. 


Louisville, Ky., August 7.—The white 
caps of Boone township, Ind., burned 
the house of the Conrads tonight. Today 
three riderless horses, owned by three 
whiteeappers, John Kendall, William Fish- 
er and William Hubbell, were found. It 
is thought tkeir owners. have been killed 
by the Conrads who have returned from 
Kentucky. They say that they have three 
more men to kill. It is thought they 
are in hiding in the woods. Harrington 
county is excited as it never was before 
over the murderous ambuscade, and every- 
body is going armed. The Conrads are 
asking others to help them, and a bloody 
battle is expected in the next twenty-four 
hours. 


THE BARRETT CASE. 


The Testimony Against the Attorney Said to 
Be Strong. 


Spartanburg, S. C., August 7.—(Special.) 
The investigation of the case against C. P. 
Barrett et al., on the charges made against 
them by the postal authorities was resumed 
before Commissioenr Calvert this morning. 

Four witnesses testified in behalf of the 
government and, ag was expected, there 
were some disclosures of a highly sensation- 
al nature. The evidence indicated a sys- 
tematic and organized conspiracy on the 
part of Barrett and a number of fourth- 
class postmasters to defraud, not only the 
government, by the falsification of the re- 
turns of the cancellation of postage stamps 
and the iilegal sale and disposition of the 
same ,but to defraud business houses all 
over the country by the fraudulent use of 
the mails. . 

Postoffices were established where not 
needed through the instrumentality of Bar- 
rett and the testimony tended to indicate 
that this was done for the purpose of de- 
frauding the government and _ business 
firms. This band operated for several years 
and the firms victimized run up into the 
hundreds. Their scheme was to order goods 
through the mails. All manner of merchan- 
dise, from saw mills, seeam engines and 
carriages to typewriters, crockery ware and 
school books. were obtained in this way; 
and upon arriyal sold, the conspirators 
pocketing. the proéeeds and the victimized 
firms being left no possible way of getunz 
their money. By some way these men se- 
cured rating in Bradstreet when they 
were not worth $1. 

It is charged that in all this Barrett was 
the power behind the throne and furnished 
the brains and shrewdness for the band. 

Postoflice Inspector Peer came here about 
a month ago to investigate, and as a result 
several fourth-class postmasters have been 
arrested. The big haul, however, was Bar- 
rett and his case is exciting wide interest 
all over the state and even in Washington, 
where he is well known. 

Today’s investigation showed up the 
scheme in all its details. The testimony of 
McElrath, an ex-postmaster deposed on ac- 
count of fraud, oe the fact that af- 
ter getting these offices established the post- 
masters would every quarter give Barrett 
large amounts of stamps. envelopes and 
ecards and he would show them how to doc- 
tor their returns so as to deceive the pos- 
tal authorities. This was characterized as 
“taking a ‘possum to town.” Barrett paid 
most of his bills here with stamps, and it 
has often been a matter of conjeeture 
where he got them. . The evidence also 
showed that Barrett received some of the 
goods gotten fraudulently and got his part 
of the proceeds of the sale of the same. 

The .evidence tomorrow promises to be 
even more sensational than today’s. 


SUMMERS HAS SKIPPED. 


He Didn’t Like Being in Prison While the 
Fair Ia in Progress. 


Jackson, Miss.. August 7.—(Special.)—The 
notorious C. O. Summers has parted compa- 
ny with the state prison, 

He was the prison milker, did work in the 
prison shops and had the run of the yard. 
Just before time for locking the ceks this 
evening he went to one of the guards on the 
wall and told him the sergeant wanted the 
guard to come to the office and:had instructed 
him to relieve him. The guard unlocked the 
door to the tower and went immediately to 
the sergeant who was astonished at his 
statement and rushed to the tower-to find 
Summers one and a nete to the prison war- 
den thanking him for his kindiy treatment. 
Bloodhounds were immediately procured and 
are now trailing Summers. 

Summers was a Pinkerton detective. He 
helped Detective Jackson run down and kill 
Bunch, the noted express rov¥ber, and cap- 
ture Hopegood, ais val. Afierwards he and 
Tom Murray, an all-around crook fraom Chi- 
cago and New York, made a key to the ex- 
press safe in Meridian and @»bbel the office 
of $5,000. They expected and narrowly miss- 
ed $50,000. Detective Jackson worked up the 
case and captured them. Summers finally 
confessed and both plead guilty and got tive 
years each. 

This was last year. Some months ago Sum- 
mers said to this correspondent that it was 
mighty hard for him to gtay in prison while 
the world’s fair was in progress. His be- 
havior in the prison was exemplary. ‘The 
prison officials express disgust for the guard 
who threw Summers the keys. They say he 
ae made a fool of and has not been compe- 
ent.

WHITNEY FOR GOVERNOR. 


The World Springs a Theory of Indications 
for 1894 and 1896. 

New York, August 7.—The World of yes- 
terday, in its Saratoga correspondence, 
publishes a very sensational political fore- 
cast of politics in that state, in which it 
professes to unfold a scheme which will 
have far-reaching effects on state and na- 
tional politics. lt is that movements are 
being set in motion to elect William C. 
Whitney governor in 1894 and thus pave 
way for his nomination as president in 
SU6. 

The astute manner in which Whitney has 
made friends, both with the administration 
and. with the New York machine, and the 
way in which he has allied himself with 
both elements, gives Ihe World its cue for 
its theory. 

The World’s correspondent, the paper 
being at present engaged in devoted support 
of the administration and fighting the New 
York machine, eagerly pounces on the al- 
leged plot. The correspondent says the 
weak point in Whitney’s possible candidacy 
is the fear that the corporation cry would 
defeat him at the polis. ‘To stand any 
chance in the face of the great popular 
agitation which is prophesied for the com- 
ing four years, he must demonstrate his 
popularity with the people. This is all the 
more necessary because he owes his polit- 
ical stand to appointive offices. But to do 
this he must have a tremendous majority 
for governor and must, therefore, ally him- 
self closely with all the political elements 
of the state without fighting any of. them. 
Then, in case the present factional fight 
grows hotter, the cry will be for a great 
man, who can unite the factions, for a 
bona Arooedine to ae World’s

‘As the matter now stands, Mr. Neal has 


the lion’s share of support with C. W. 
Baker, of this city, and Colonel W. A. 
Taylor, of Columbus, apparently next in 
favor. What changes may he wrougbt 
by circumstances, and by consultations, 
ne one can foretell. 

It is certain that the convention will be 
most warmly weleomed, and that the del- 
egates, and espcially the brethren of the 
press, will be hosnitabiy entertained.

Several Theories Concerning the Reason:

Athens, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)—An in- 
genious attempt was made last night to 
break in the Oconee county jail, im Watkins- 
vire, 

Whp it was or what motive prompted them, 
cannot e ascertained, as they left no clue 
whatever. Some believe that it was a party 
of Jesse J. Whitehead’s friends, who were 
trying to release him, He is confined in 
the jai temporarily until he can be removed 
to the penitentiary, where he is sentenced to 
serve eight years for assault with intent to 
murder. 

Others think that it was a lynching party, 
anxious to swing to a iimb the negro, John 
Callaway,, who was confined last Friday 
hight under the charge of an attempted as- 
sauit upon the person of Mrs. J. N. Redmond. 

But nothing is known positively, except 
that a futile attempt was made tto get im. 

How They Did It. 

The jail is made of very heavy logs, prob- 
ably two feet in thickness, and the trou cages 
are piaced in rows along the was. 

There is but one large entrance to the build- 
ing and this is a very heavy door, the only 
key to which is held by the jailer. : 

kkach celi bas a separate key which is 
hung up ounstde of the cell after it is locked, 
and isn’t taken from the building. 

The parties. trying to foree an entrance to 
the buliding must have known this and also 
the arrangement of the cages on the inside, 
for they selected a spot in the wali which, if 
opened, ‘would not be blocked by any of the 
cages. 

They took large augers and bored fourteen 
holies in a vertical straight line which cut 
the logs as effectively as if they had been 
sawed. About two feet to the right of this 
line of thhoies six others just like them had 
been bored. 

Here the work stopped. 

If they had finished eight more holes they 


would have had an opening through which 
they could ‘have brought any one they 
wanted. 


It is believed that daylight aught them be- 
fore the job ‘was tinished, and frightened 
them away. 

The damage has been repaired and an extra 
watch placed around the jai.

There Will Be an Awakening of Interest 
in Local Concerns—The Governor Gets 
Suggestion from Secretary Gresham. 


These are, indeed, dull days at the state 


capitol. 


The governor is never 80 glad as when he 


has an invitation out to address the people 
on some topic of local concern. In Gov- 
ernor Gordon’s day the office of Adjutaut 
General Kell stood next to the executive. 
It was a peried when the dazzle of military 
prestige covered every object in sight. With 
the passing of Gordon was witnessed also 
the passing of the military arm, and now 
it is the commissioner of education wao 
accompanies the governor on his trips out 
to the militia districts. The school master 
has pushed aside the soldier and pedagogic 
arts engage the attention of the people.

The state Board of Health. 

The governor received a letter from Sec- 
retary Gresham which contained a sugges- 
tion for legislative attention. The letter 
stated that: 

The French ambassador at this capital has, 
under the instructions of his government, 
mgde application to this department for 
copies of the laws and regulations of the states 
concerning public health and public hygiene. 

I have, therefore, the honor to request that 
you will kindly cause this department to be 


furnished with copies of the laws and regula- 
tions enacted in your state on the subjects 


mentioned. 
To this letter the governor was reluc- 


tantly compelled to reply negatively, as fol- 


lows: 

I beg to say that we have no general laws 
upon the subjects mentioned. Beyond the 
usual quarantine regulations, affecting locali- 
ties, the general assembly has made no legisla- 
tion looking to the protection of the public 
health. Some years ago a law was enacted 
creating a state board of health. It was 
hoped that this was a step toward complete 
and effective legislation on this line. But no 
appropriation was made to defray the neces- 
sary expenses of the board, and the law be- 
came inoperative from want of money where- 
with to carry it into effect. Our nearness to 
the southern countries in which yellow fever 
and other contagious diseases are so’ fre- 
quent, and our situation upon the sea coast, 
with two ports courting the trade of the 
world, would seem to make the enactment of 
effective legislation Imperative: but it has not 
yet been done. This Js matter for grave re- 
gret and apnrehension, and it is hoped that fhe 
omission will be remedied in our future leg: sia- 
tures. I regret that I am not able to answer 
your inguiry in a more satisfactory mannetf.

bad housekeeping. .In his message tv the 
last session of the legislature (sovernor 
Northen spoke strongly on the subject of 
the state supporting a board of health.

That section was visited 
by an epidemic of smallpox, and it was 
only by the interferenee of the federal gov- 
ernment that the disease was kept within 
limits and stamped out. This, the governor 


by a state which had always been a great 
stickler for local self-government. The es- 
tablishment of a board of health, therefore, 
becomes one of the duties of the next ses- 
sion. * 

The Governor Talks. 

Referring to this matter Governor Nor- 
then suid: 

“The need of a state board of health is 
urgent and of vital importance. Under pres- 
ent conditions we have absolutely no pro- 
tection from the ravages of infectious dis- 
eases, except such as may be tendered by 
the federal government. And the question 
arises, if we must call on the authorities 
at Washington to come down here and 
stamp out epidemics, why not look to the 
same source for quelling our riots and other 
disturbances. The state of Georgia should 
not be dependent in this matter. There is 
too much at stake. When I wag in the 
legislature some years ago I advocated the 
establishment of a board of health, and re- 
gret exceedingly that we are without the 
protection that such a measure would af- 
ford. Our population is steadily being aug- 
mented by emigrants from foreign coun- 
tries, where the death rate from contag- 
ious diseases run up into the thousands 
annually and there is nothing that stands 
between us and the danger except our 
quarantine stations. We. are almost in 
touch with the yellow fever sections and 
Asiatic cholera now, and these get alarm- 
ingly close to us. A bill should be passed b 
the legislature as early as possible with 
sufficient appropriation to meet any emer- 
gency that may arise. 

“In 1890 my attention was called to an 
epidemic of gr <5 at Harris Neck, Mc- 
Intosh county. is county has an over- 
whelming negro pees and, as gover- 
nor of Georgia, 1 was appealed to for aid. 
But what could I do? There was no ap- 
Lee gree for such an emergency; so I 
ad to lay the situation before the federal 
authorities and.ask for help. They re- 
sponded, of course, and at last stamped 
out the disease. 

“But as a sanitary proposition the dignity 
of our state and the law of self-preserva- 
tion demand that we fortify against the 
danger of contagious diseases by a specific 
local measure that will have no element 
of uncertainty about it. An act of this 
kind would, no doubt, be in operation were 
it not for the clash that arose between the 
various medica] schools. All wanted to be 
recognized in the composition of the board 
of ‘physicians. I have nothing to say as to 
the merits or demerits of any particular 
school, but the representatives of Georgia 
in the legislature should not allow any 
differences on this line to thrust aside the 
protection that would be afforded by a state 
board of health.”

the Pasha of Oglethorpe County. 
COLONEL JIM SMITH ENTERTAINS HIM. 


They Swap Watermelon Seed and Talk 
Farming—The Cost of Raising Cotton 
Compared and Found the Same. 


Pasha Maher has had an insight into cot- 
ton farming in Georgia. He has seen the 
crop growing and has familiarized himself 
with the method of cultivation in a general 
way. Sunday morning he and Mr. Picton 
went out to the largest farm in the state— 
Colonel Jim Smith’s, in Oglethorpe county— 
and they got back last night. 

The pasha has the material for a complete 


report on the Georgia way of raising the 


staple, which is a great crop in his coun- 
try. When he returns the first thing he 
will do will be to report to the khedive and 
give an account of his trip to America and 
tell the young ruler some of the things he 
learned here. Being a farmer on a large 
scale himself and one of the three members 
ef the royal land commission, he will be 
busy with the crops and affairs of adminis- 
tration of his department at Cairo for sev- 
eral months, but when these affairs are all 
arranged and in order he will go to Constan- 
tinople and report to the sultan in person. 

Osman Pasha Maher is one of the big 
guns of his country. He gets $10,000 a 
year salary as land commissioner and 2,000 
acres of delta land himself, and that land 
is worth $300 an acre, or $600,000 in the 
aggregate. He lives in fine style in Cairo, 
bas his slaves and everything that heart 
could wish. He is at home on farming and 
knows the details as thoroughly as a Geor- 
gia farmer who manages his own place. 

The purpose of the visit to an American 
farm, as before mentioned in The Consti- 
tution, was to see what improved methods, 
if any, are used here, and to examine the 
implements with a view to picking up any 
new ideas that might be valuable. The 
pasha has seen a Georgia farm, but does 
not know whether he will adopt any Amer- 
jcan methods or not. He will experiment 
first. 

A Georgia Welcome. 

Oglethorpe county had previous informa- 
tion that the pasha was coming. A heavy 
rain was pouring when he and Mr. Picton 
and a Constitution representative stepped 
from the Georgia, Carolina and Northern's 
Sunday excursion train at Five Forks. Col- 
onel Smith had sent over his train for the 
visitors. ‘The colonel is one of the few far- 
mers in the world who can have a passen- 
ger train of his own meet hie guests at the 
station and ride them for miles through his 
own lands to his home. Colonel Smith 
came down from the house to meet his 
guests, who had been first recommended to 
him by Speaker Crisp. All were invited up 
on the front porch and the big planter made 
his visitors feel at home from the first mo- 
ment they shook his hand. Negro boys 
were thick around there. It seemed as 
though all on the place wanted to get a 
chance to wait on.the pasha. 

A waiter heaped with such grapes as are 
shown in pictures of the spies returning 
from Canaan was brought out. Directly a 
procession of boys arrived with watermel- 
ons, which were duly cut. Pasha Maher 
complimented Colonel Smith on both his 
grapes and melons, and expressed a desire 
to have a sample of the melon seed. Melons 
are grown in Egypt, but no finer than the 
Georgia variety. The Egyptian melon is 
smaller, he said. Colonel Smith was not 
very familiar with the Arabic language, but 
by the assistance of Mr. Picton interpreting 
the two baronial farmers communicated 
Colonel Smith gave a 
servant directions on the spot to make up 
packages of seed for the Egyptian. The 
latter was interested in the rain. At Cairo, 
or Masr as it is called in the native tongue, 
a shower is seldom seen, and in some parts 
of the country a raim is never seen, and 
probably one never did fall in upper Egypt. 

Egypt’s Opportunity. 

The pasha has traveled considerably in 
his later years over Europe, but this was 
the first Georgia rain he had seen, and he 
seemed to like to watch it. He remarked 
that it saves the Georgia planter a heavy 
expense which the Egyptian has to bear for 
irrigation. He promised to use his influ- 
ence to get the reporter a contract for fur- 
nishing Egypt with what showers are 
needed when the rain-makers get the busi- 
ness down fine enough to guarantee success, 
Constitution man offered to make 
another contract with the government, and 
that was to kill alk the cotton worms in 
the khedive’s domains at so much per worm. 
Paris green is not known there, and the 
pasha inquired particularly about it and 


’ will take some back in his trunks. He says 
_ that the worm is very destructive there, and 


so are the locusts. Colonel Smith told him 
that paris green mixed one part with four 


of cheap flour or chalk or something of that 


kind and sprinkled on the plants early in 
the morning while the dew is on the leaves 


will kill all the insects, and that even the. 


locusts can be got rid of that way. This 
impressed the pasha and the Egyptian cot- 
ton worms will regret his visit to this coun- 
try. 

In the afternoon Colonel Smith showed his 
stables and stock to the visitors, and they 
liked the arrangement of his buildings and 
complimented him on his mules, which were 
in fine condition. Then the carryall was 
rolled out of the carriage house and in a 
little time the party started on a drive 
about the plantation. The rain had stopped 
and the sun was shining. ‘Three negroes 
followed in a buggy just to be on hand to 
Open gates and to hold the team. 

Owns Twenty-Five Square Miles. 

Colonel Smith owns 16,000 acres of land 
in one tract lying in Oglethorpe and Madi- 
son counties. His home is about the mid- 
die of the tract. His possessions extend 
farther than the eye can reach in any 
direction from the most elevated point in 
that section. His land runs off ten miles 
one way, five another and six another. If 
the tract was compact and in a square, 
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tract. It was out of the question to drive 
anything like over jt all, but the party 
drove for two or three miles and saw fine 
cotton everywhere. The team halted on 
a high bill and the pasha got out and 
walked for a long distance out in the field 
and examined the plant closely. It was 
the best that he has seen in this country, 
he said, and no doubt it is for the plant 
Was well grown and healthy. Much of it 
was four and a half to five feet high and 
Some taller. The owner surpriséd the 
pasha by remarking that his six-foot cot- 
ton was taller than he cared for it to be. 
In Egypt the stalk grows all of six feet 
and often so tall that it will hide a man 
riding through on horseback. 

_ “Our cotton does better when the plant 
is not so high,” said Colonel Smith. “We 
do not like so much weed. It takes from 
the fruit, and then in this country, where 
we have plenty of rain, the under fruit 
would be apt to rot. Cotton needs plenty 
of sun, and light and air.” 

“In my country we do not have any 
rain. There is no cloudy weather even, 
and there is no harm to the plant from 
tall weeds. Then the larger the weed, the 
more fuel we get, and that is needed at the 
pumping station to run the engine,” re- 
plied the pasha. 

“Is there any cotton in this country 
which is grown by irrigation?’ he asked 
No one knew of any. That was very odd 
to him. 

The corn, the clover, the cowpeas, every- 
thing he saw growing he made inquiries 
about, and Colonel Smith took pleasure 
in posting him on it all. The value of cow- 
peas impressed the visitor and he will intro- 
duce them in Egypt. 

“You will find that they are as fine as 
anything you can grow,” Colonel Smith 
stated. 
the stock as forage and we plow them 
under to improve the land, and there is 
nothing better unless it is clover. I be- 
lieve that the cowpea will do a great thing 
for your land.” 

Far from the Stars. 

At night, the pasha remarked that the 
stars seem fewer over Georgia than over 
the country of Cleopatra. 

“You are so near to them,” he observed. 
And then he explained that in his country 
the sky is clear and the heaven blue and 
the stars glitter like so many diamonds. 
It.is easy to read a newspaper any night 
vy the light of the stars and the moon. 
The tourists who visit Egypt rave over the 
beautiful starlight nights. 

“Oh, they are the nights for sentiment, 
for young lovers, for poetry, for serenades 
and astronomy. Our people were astron- 
omers from the ancient times. Perhaps, 
they had an advantage in being closer to 
the stars than the people of other coun- 
tries.” 

Two Sorts of Gins. 

Yesterday morning the machinery was 
inspected. Mr. Picton had an idea that 
the Egyptian roller gin would be better 
for the cotton than the Georgia gin, After 
examining the seed and the gins, he con- 
cluded that the roller gin, such as is used 
in that country, would not do here. The 
Egyptian.cotton has a smooth seed which 
can be shaken out. It is only necessary 
to shake the cotton and the seed drop ont. 
The merchants there object strongly to the 
saw gin because it cuts and tears the sta- 
ple. Their staple is probably half an inch 
longer than the staple of the Georgia up- 
land cotton. Colonel Smith has a large 
oil mill and a refinery. In Egypt the seed 
is exported. Theré is no cottonseed oil mill 
in the country. He got a good idea of 
the process of extracting the oil, and he 
said the Georgia farm bale is about like 
the farm bale in Egypt, only the bale he 
makes is larger, weighing 700 pounds. 

Colonel Smith has 200 mules on his plan- 
tation, 800 head of cattle and 400 hogs. 
The visitors looked at the stock, not all of 
it for it was scattered about, but they saw 
a large part of it. They inspected the 
dairy where he makes sixty pounds of 
Dutter per day, selling it for 20 to 30 cents 
a pound. 

The pasha was invited to take a ride on 
the locomotive and he got the first experi- 
ence of that kind he ever had. He thought 


it was rather hot, but he stood it a! right. 


The party ran over a few miles of the road 
and came back and went to the convict 
camp. Pasha Mayer was shown all through. 
He went into the sleeping quarters, the 
hospital, the kitchen, the storehouse and 
the guards’ quarters and made numerous 
inquiries. Colonel Smith has now in camp 
about 130 convicts. He says that they do 
not pay and that he makes more money 
ae his free wages labor and would be 
glad if the lease was up this year. 
A careful estimate was made of the cost 
of making cotton in this country, and it 
was found to be on an average of 8 cents 
per pound or within a fraction of it, for the 
average farmer “on average land for an 
average year. Some farmers make it for 
a little less and it costs some farmers more. 
Egypt Has No Advantage. 

The pasha stated that.if cotton gets as 
low as 8 cents in Egypt there will be no 
money in it for his countrymen. They can- 
not make it for less than that, so although 
they have cheap labor, there are other 
things which offset that as the cost of irri- 
gation, the more frequent plowing and the 
lack of improved implements for cultivating 
it. One difficulty in the way of using a 
plow is that the Egyptians plant their cot- 
ton in rows about two feet apart each way. 
Their land is perfectly level and they check 
their land. When the plant gets some size 
the pasha doubts if a plow can be used in 
it to advantage. The earth is hoed up in 
ridges about the plant and the water is 
allowed to flow in these furrows every ten 
days. They are filled a foot deep. The water 
is soon absorbed by the thirsty earth and 
it stands dry for ten days more. If the 
Nile is low and water is a little scarce it 
may be fifteen days sometimes before a 
planter gets to flood his crop. 

The: pasha will leave for Washington to- 
day. He has been greatly pleased with his 
visit and appreciated very deeply, indeed, 
the hospitality and interest of Colonel 
Smith. The latter gave his guest packages 
of Kolb Gem watermelon seed and some 
seed from the Primus Jones melon, also 
cow peas. The pasha said that he wil] send 
Colonel Smith several kinds of seed to ex- 
periment with and they will exchange seed 
from time to time and report as to results. 
Colonel Smith wants to try some Egyptian 
cotton and see how it does on this side.

A. CHINAMAN FROM CHINATOWN 


Makes Of with George Lse’s Money—Ker- 
lin’s Trial Today—Other Police 
Neows Briefly Told. 
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Moses Peek, who is by nature more 
festive than his name implies, was stabbed 
in a most dangerous manner by an unknown 
negto for an unknown cause last night, 
and now Moses is swathed in bandages at 
the Grady hospital.

General Manager Tyler. 

The reappointment by President 
Phinizy of Major E. L. Tyler as general 
manager of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad, and the unanimous endorse- 
ment of the act by the board of direc- 
tors at yesterday’s meeting, was a de- 
served comphment to one of the most 
competent railroad. managers in the 
country. 

The showing made by the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad for the past year 
is a glowing tribute to the admirable 
managementsof Major Tyler. In the 
face of the general stringency, and with 
three-fourths of the railroad mileage of 
the state in the hands of receivers, some 
paying no dividends and others much 
less than usual, the Atlanta and West 
Point declares a semi-annual dividend of 
3 per cent, without borrowing a dollar 
to do it. The road is in splendid con- 
dition, and its service is not excelled by 
that of any road in the south. 

Among the employes of the road there 
exists an esprit de corps such as seldom 
characterizes the relations between rail- 
road operatives and managers. The 
men sare devoted to General Manager 
Tyler, and he has the unbounded confi- 
dence, not only of the officials, but what 
is probably more commendable, that of 
every employe of the road. 

Unsolicited and unknown ‘to Major 
Tyler, The Constitution takes pleasure 
in thus commending his admirable ser- 
vices, and in ’congratulating the direc- 
tors at fhe prospect of having him in 
charge of the road for another year. 


The Basis of Taxation. 

The prevailing financial depression 
does not satisfactorily explain the fall- 
ing off in the tax returns all over the 
state. 

Speaking of this matter The Augusta 
Chronicle says: , 

The need of a law by which all returns 
from all counties shall be on a fair and equal 
basis is very plain. The legislature will do 
well to take this matter in hand at the next 
session and pass a law which will be free 


from constitutional objections. and which 
will equalize the basis of taxation all over 


the state. 

This is precisely what has beeh urged 
in our columns. from time to time dur- 
ing the past few months. It is no test 
of the merits of tax equalization to make 
one effort to solve the problem and then 
drop it on account of constitutional ob- 
stacles. The thing to do is to overhaul 
the whole business again, and frame a 
statute that will equalize the basis of 
taxation, and at the same time be free 
from the constitutional objections raised 
against the old law.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Let the Punishment Fit the Crime. 

The following communication was handed 
The Constitution yesterday. by one,.of At- 
lanta’s most prominent Methodist ministers— 
indeed, one of the strongest in Georgia: 

“Kditor Coustitution—I have observed the 
course of The Constitution for many years, 
and, as I have always found it to be progres- 
sive, L venture to ask the privilege of suggest- 
ing ,through its columus exclusively, a step 
in progress that the state of Georgia cannot 
refuse to take. 

“l earnestly ask the serious consideration of 
my suggestion by every friend of genuiue 
progréss and reform. 

“All penal offenses are known as misdemea- 
nors and crimes. The state draws a iine, 
and all below it are misdemeanors, all above 
it are crimes. These misdemeanors are of 
diferent grades. So, also as to crimes. Some 
of them ure morally wrong, others are not. 
They are penal offenses simply because the 
law makes them so. It is well known that 
the law has not dealt exhaustively with the 
conduct of men—it has left them on trial, in 
a probationary state, as it were, as te a 
great many acts. That is, many things below 
the misdemeanors are done which the law 
does not approve and yet does not condemn, 
and right there the evil comes in. Between 
a state of innocence and the lower iine of mis- 
demeanors there is.a region that should be 
dealt with. The law should now deal ex- 
haustively with the subject, and the penal 
code should be complete, so that it. would 
express itself as to everything, from an in- 
discretion at the bottom, up to the worst of 
crimes at the top. 

“This region that I speak of starts with 
mere indiscretion and goes up to where mis- 
demeanors begin, and jt is the nursery of 
crime. In it we find infants in crime. They 
are little toddlers, so to speak, learning how 
to walk and to do things. Now, in this par- 
ticular,.as in others. it is ‘education forms 
the youthful mind.’ If this training ground is 
neglected tares will be sown with the wheat. 
All the little mean things that men do and 
which are not considered bad enoughsto be 
classed as misdemeanors should be lgoked 
after searchingly and vigorously. To illus- 
trate and impress, I mention the states that 
we call babyhood, boyhood and manhood. 

“In the penal laws the new offenses I sug- 
gest would stand for babyhood in wrongdoing, 
misdemeanors would stand for boyhood and 
crimes for manhood. All the thousand and 
one mean things that are done would, whien 
made penal, have to have appropriate punish- 
ment. It is a fundamental principle in form- 
ing penal laws, borrowed, I believe, from 
Japan, that the punishment should fit the 
crime. Fines, imprisonment, work on the 
street, would not do, because they are already 
used for misdemeanors and crimes. So, for 
the new offenses there should be new punish- 
ment. Happily, the process that bas evolved 
the necessity for the punishment, bas placed 
at our disposal the most appropriate of all 
conceivable means of accomplishing it. And 
here let me take sometbing iike a uew start. 

“The Bible says ‘Swear pot at ail.’ All 
theologians have agreed that this injunction is 
upon individuals and not upon states. 
States May swear without hurt to themselves, 
because they have uo moral bature. They 
are created by man. But mano shall not 
swear at all. This divine law has been re- 
enacted in many states, and in them pro- 
fanity is a penal offense. For convenience, 
and to get nearer every-day-life, as well as to 
utilize a standard expression, 1 will call it 
‘cussing.’ It is a well known pbysiological 
fact that a man can express certain feelings 
only by ‘cussing,’ and, in the eternal fitness 
of things, there is the companion fact that the 
proper and only fit punishment for sume things 
that men do is what is commonly known as a 
‘good cussing.’ Its great value was known 
eyen to the ancients, but difficulty has been 
to know how to utilize it without offending 
the moral sense, and that discovery I have 
made. For want of the right law, men have 
been accustomed to administer this punish- 
ment themselves, all of which is wrong. The 
absence of such a law has imposed a great 
deal of labor on many good men; notably, on 
a distinguished evangelist of our day. Now, 
here is a condition that itself suggests the 
remedy. It is this: Withdraw from individ- 
uals the right to cuss, and confer it on the 
state. Make it a penal offense for an individ- 
ual to swear. Let the state appoint a public 
cusser for each county, and let the work be 
done according to law. I think competent

The state would 
commit no sin, because, as before remarked, 
it has no moral nature. The work would be 
done in an improved manner and withont sin, 
and it. would rid us of innumerable mean 
things that go to shade character and make

One of the sisters had a deep bass voice and 
the others were ranged from that to tenor. 
A brother, who died some years ago, was a 
fair violinist, and with their father as busi- 
ness manager, the family gave concerts in the 
country town with considerable success, their 
hair being as much of an attraction as their 
music. One day the girls got an engagement 
with Barnum and gradually married off. The 
husdand of one of them conceived a brilliant 
idea one day. Why not get out a hair re- 
storer and use the sisters’ heavy hair as an 
advertisement? The idea was worked up and 
the success was instantaneous. 

A big store on Broadway was hired and one 
of the sisters was kept on exhibition all the 
time. They moved on to other cities and 
followed the same programme. A fortune was 
the result of their labors and they went back 
to western New York and built a mansion 
around their little home and became inter- 
ested in charities of a wide-reaching character. 
Their townspeople were entertained lavishly. 
Six of the sisters survive Mrs. Bailey, who 
was a few days ago laid to rest in the ceme- 
tery at Lockport.

Arrayed in an immaculate white vest, 
neat black alpaca coat that was just the 
very thing, a polka dot tie and that quiz- 
zical smile that has shone from every 
stump in the state, he probed into the heart 
of a mixed business transaction, topped off 
by a fight, and he got the truth after his 
characteristic fashion. Besides having as 
tS principals a distinguished Georgian 
and @ well-known Atlanta business man, 
the fight had some catchy features. 

Lhe legal counsel opposing Mr. James 
was Hon. J. C. Hendrix, the ex-councilman, 
who is not an attorney at all, but who 
proved that he was not only well up in the 
tricks of the profession, but a smiling peace- 
maker and philanthropist as well, before the 
case was oven. It was an oddly assorted 
pair, the aggressive talker from Douglas, 
who, in a legal contest, gains every possible 
inch of ground, and the soft-mannered ex- 
councilman, who failed to explain to the 
court how he came to be there filling the 
functions of an attorney. 


Those quaint qualities in the district at- 
torney that have been the admiration of 
hundreds of political gatherings and those 
soft ways that have interested many a 
prospective purchaser of real estate were 
shown off to excellent advantage for the 
edification of the police court audience... 

Mr. James put his keen auger into the 
tangle and turned the handle and kept bor- 
ing until all the facts in the case were be- 
fore the court. Before the performance 
was over all were willing to admit that the 
James brand of augers was gs good as 
there Ss going. Mr. James was representing 
his fellow townsman, Dr. T. R. Whitely, 
who was charged with fighTing. Dr. 
Whitely is something of a politician himself 
and is well known here. He has consider- 
able real estate in the city, and this was 
the cause of his fight. 

The other principal in the case, who was 
represented by Mr. Hendrix, was Mr. B. 
I’. Pim, the house mover. Dr. Whitely 
and he had fought a lively round at the 
union depot just as the former was board- 
ing his train for home and Patrolman Ball 
appeared upon the scene just in time to 
arrest the two and cause the Douglasville 
nan to miss his train. Harsh epithets, 
blows and a heavy piece of iron figured in 
the fight. 

Dr. Whitely first told of the difficulty. 
He is a big man and one who apparently 
would be hard to handle if he wanted to 
fight. tiis knuckles were blue and skinned, 
but otherwise he was as sound as a silver 
dollar. He said that about a year ago he 
employed Mr. Pim to move four houses for 
him, agreeing to pay him $330 for the ser- 
vice. ‘he houses were moved according 
to contract and were, as he thought, 
all night. The first time a tire was started 
in the chimney of one of the houses it 
“aught on fire and was burned, setting fire 
to the one adjoining and almost destroy- 
ing it. 

te says he investigated and found that 
the fire was wholly due te a defect in the 
chimney caused by oor work in moving. 
A hole had been left in the chimney, set- 
ting fire to the house as soon as a fire was 
built. He took the position that the work 
was poorly done and that he ought not 
to pay Mr. Pim the price stipulated in the 
original agreement. He did not pay Mr. 
Pim and has not yet. The matter was 
staved off for the time being and rocked 
on until the present without being ad- 
justed. 

Of the fight he said. “Mr. Pim met 
me in Mr. G. W. Adair’s office and walked 
with me to the depot. He spoke about the 
matter on the way and I told him that I 
did not think it right that I should pay 
him as the houses had burned. He denied 
that the houses had been burned and said 
that 1 was without principle or I would 
pay him. When he said that, although I 
am a sort of church member, I said ‘you’re 
a d—n liar.’ He reached down and picked 
up that heavy piece of iron you see there 
and made for me. 1 knocked him down, 
and then the policeman came up and sepa- 
rated us.” 

He pointed to a large piece of iron which 
a negro boy was holding up with difficulty 
for the court’s inspection. Mr, Pim told a 
story very different from Mr. Whitely’s. 
He said that he had called Dr. Whitely a 
gentleman when the doctor had begun to 
abuse him and had been called all sorts 
of d—d liars and bad names in return. Fe 
positively denied having touched the iron, 
although he admitted reaching for it. He 
said he was knocked down and afterwards 
jumped on and struck several times by the 
irate doctor. Here Mr. James and Mr. 
Hendrix got in some telling work with 
questions. 

Mr. G. T. Dodd saw the; fight and told 
the court about it. He saw Dr. Whitely 
drop Mr. Pim to the ground and stoop 
over him. The case was badly mixed by 
this time, and it would have taken twelve 
judges to have told the guilty from the in- 
nocent. Mr. Hendrix’s face lighted_up 
with a benevolent smile and he called Mr. 
Joe James aside and whispered something 
in his ear. A moment later he stood up 
and said that he wanted peace, and if the 
judge would allow they would withdraw 
the case. Mr. James nod@ed acquiescence. 
Judge Calhoun said that he didnt’ know 
who was guilty and would not dismiss the 
ease but let it stand for awhile. All the 
parties walked off smiling.

ON THE PLAN OF ANNEXATION, 


So the General Council of Atlanta Says—It 
Wasa Lively Meeting, Too, and 
Much Talk Was Done. 


The people of Atlanta will decide at the 
polls whether or not they want West End 
to come in, 

And the polls will open for the decision 
on the same-day in next December that 
Atlanta will give up to the elaction of two 
aldermen and six members of council. 


The general council came to this conclu- 4 


sion yesterday afternoon, after a long and 
interesting discussicn. But before ar- 
riving at the conclusion, the measure to 
annex West End, as it stood in the report 
of the joint committee, was killed and the 
annexation was declared off. 

Before the session closed, however, Mr. 
Hirsch came along with a motion to re- 
consider the vote refusing to adopt the re- 
port, and his motion was adoptea. Then 
Mr. Hirsch presented a resolution leaving 
the entire question to a vote of the people 
of Atlanta, and it was adopted. 

Every member of the body was present 
when the clerk called the roll except Mr. 
Broyles, of the aldermanic board, and he 
came in before the meeting was half over. 
Immediately after calling the roll, the clerk 
called attention to the report of the joint 
committee on the annexation of West End, 
which had been on the table for some 
time. 

“] move,” said Mr. Meador, “that the 
report be taken from the table and wt 
adopt it.” 

“Wouldn’t it be best to have the re 
port read?” asked Mr. Rice. 

“Every one here,’ said Mr. Northen, 
“knows the contents of that paper. It 
has been read more than once before this 
body. In fact, Mr. Rice was one of the 
special committee which made the p.- 
per.” 

“T move,” said Mr. Hill, “that the re 
port be read for the benefit of Mr. Rice, 
who seems to have forgotten its contents.” 
“I beg Mr. Hill’s pardon,” said Mr, Rice, 
“but I have heard the paper read more than 
once and think I am familiar with its 
wording, but. it won’t hurt to read it any 
how.” 

The clerk was ordered to read the paper. 
It was the same as has been printed in 
The Constitution on two occasions, once 
when the committee formulated it and once 
when it was reported to the general coun- 
cil by that committee. 

“Now gentlemen,” remarked the mayor 
pro tem., “what will you do with the re- 
port?” 

“In section 2,’ said Mr. Rice, “it says 
something about the manner in which the 
contract shall be improved. I'd like to 
know how to undérstand that.” 

The information was volunteered by Mr. 
Northen that the section meant that the 
councils of the two municipalities might 
confirm the agreement, or that the two 
bodies might leave it to a vote of the 
people. 

“) can’t vote for that report,” said Mr. 
Hill. “I have many objections to it. West 
End brings us a bonded debt of $52,000 
and with its assets of $34,000. Now sup- 
pose we compare the assets and the lia- 
bilities of the two corporations. If At- 
lanta were to sell out today she could pay 
all her debts and have two million of ‘dollars 
left. But what could West End do? 
Why there are wards in the city which 
have been paying taxes for years and have 
not got as much as West End wants us to 
give her. Is that rigut? Would it be 
right to bring in West End, which has 
never paid the city a cent of taxes, and 
give her the same we give the other wards? 
lf we take West End in we will find that 
the expenses of keeping her up will be 
more each year than she will pay into the 
city treasury on the taxes. 1 am willing 
to annex West End, but I am not willing 
for West End to dictate the terms under 
which she will come in. I say let West 
End come in to suit us or let West End 
stay out. The third ward has 8,00U peo- 
ple and West End has 2,500. Is it then 
right to give West End the same represen- 
tation that the third’ ward or any other 
ward has? If West Ind wants to come 
in, she should be willing to come Just sv. 

“l am for annexation,” said Mr. Ke- 
neau, “and 4 think that if Mr. Hill will 
study this matter properly he will be for 
it too. It would be a great advantage tu 
take in West Knd for more reasons than 
ove. It is one of the most deijightful and 
pleasant places in the country, and would 
become a great help to the city. It was 
once called ‘snake nation,’ but it is now 
the prettiest place about Atlanta and has 
for its residents the best people of the 
state. Why, when George Adair and 
other hardy pioneers of kindred strong 
spirit went out to West End and settled 
it, no one had any idea that it would ever 
become the happy and thriving suburb it 
now is. But it has grown, and today it is 
one of the most desirable places of which 
I know. 1 say let’s take West Tend in.” 

“Tl want West End,” said Mr. Northen, 
“but 1 want West End to come in as we 
want her and not on her own terms. The 
day she comes in, she will be better 
equipped with water than the fifth ward is 
by the terms of that agreement. Then 
she will have better fire department ser- 
vices than that ward. The terms of the 
agreement are unfair.” 

“I move to amend the report,” said Mr. 
Boyd, “by leaving the question of annexa- 
tion to the people of both towns.” 

Mr. Meador was opposed to leaving it 
to the vote of the people, saying that he 


thought the councils of the two towns 


had full authority to act in the matter. 
“I’m like Mr. Meador,” said Mr. Stock- 
dell, “I’m opposed to leaving it to a vote 
of the people. The people are getting 
tired of so many elections and the chances 
are we could not get out a corporal’s 
guard to an election now, The crowd

2. As to the condition and management of 
the hospital we have this to say: Your com- 
mittee made a thorough inspection of the 
entire concern.

8. Your committee at first thought the large 
expenditures indicated extravagsnce in the 
rumber of servants and salaricg@ paid them, 
but upon making a careful estimate we found 
that the actual cost to the citv of maintain 
ing each person at the hospital is $16 per 
month. ‘This includes everything—board, lodg- 
ing. medicines, and salaries of the officers 
aud servants. 

There are twenty-eight names on the month- 
ly payroll of the hospital from superintendent 
to the lowest grade of work, the total cost 
per month for salaries aggregating $600. De- 
duct this amount for salnries from the gross 
expenses and it makes the average cost of 
sustaining each person per month $7.82. This 
we think is a very gratifying showing and 
demonstrates that the management is econom- 
ical. 

There have been some complaints about un- 
necessary’ restrictions being used regarding 
admissions of patients to the hospital. 

The people must bear in mind that the 
Grady hospital is not an..@igmshouse, where 
the badary can be fed and the waked cloth- 
ed, nor is it a lying in place for women in 
the perils of child-birth, nor is it a place 
where persons afflicted with consumption and 
other diseases can be taken into the wards 
for indefinite periods of time. Departments 
for the above classes of unfortunates may be 
added in the future; they do not exist today. 
But as it stands today the charity patieu.s 
to whom the hospital is open are all persons, 
white and black in distress, and whose af- 
flictions will probably yield to medical or 
surgical treatment, or whose sufferings can 
be alleviated without imperiling the lives of 
others. : 

We think the city extremelv furtunate in 
having the service of such able and patriotic 
men as those composing the board of trus- 
tees and medical staff of the Grady hos-

To Pay Taxes Twice a Year. 

Mr. Hill presented an ordinance allowing 
the taxpayefs to pay their taxes twice a 
year, instead of once as it 18 now done. 
The ordinance recites that the city attor- 
ney and the committee on legislation shall 
take the necessary steps to secure legisla- 
tion whereby the city charter will be so 
amended as to allow the people to pay their 
taxes twice a year—O0 per cent on April

Mr. Hill presented an ordinance as chair- 
man of the ordinance committee, authoriz- 
ing the city attorney and the committee on 
legislation to secure the passage of an act 
amending the city charter whereby the ju- 
risdiction of the recorder’s court would be 
increased. 

Mr. Martin, when informed by the city 
attorney that it meant to give the recorder 
jurisdiction over misdemeanors, objected to 
it.

Increasing the Time. 


Mr. Colvin presented an ordinance allow- 
ing passenger trains to occupy the street 
crossings at the union depot five minutes, 
instead of three, as the ordinance has been 
for a long time. 

“I’m opposed to that,” said Mr. Rice. 
“T think three minutes is long enough for 
any train to blockade a street crossing.”’ 

“That’s what I-think, too,” said Mr. Pe- 
ters. ‘That three minutes is a great in- 
convenience, and if you add two more to it 
you make the inconvenience greater.” 

Mr. Colvin explained that on account of 
the length of the shed it was impossible to 
avoid occupying the street longer 
three minutes. He argued that the inius- 
tice fell upon the poor train hands, and not 
the railroad.

The paper was referred 
to the police committee. 

What Is It Costing the City. . 

Mr. Boyd presented a resolution asking 
for an inquiry whereby the number of 
clerks employed in the city department 
might be ascertained and the amount of 
salary paid to each. The same paper de- 
manded that the inquiry might go far 
enough to see what, if any, of these clerks 
might be dispensed with. The paper was 
referred to the finance committee. 

Wants to Lend the Citv Money. 

The Georgia Electric Light Company 
sent in a letter offering to lend the city 
$25,000 for four months if the city needed 
the money. The letter was referred to the 
finance committee.

A GOOD SUGGESTION 


Is Made by Teller Woodson, of the Mer- 
chants’ Bank, 


A SUB- TREASURY FOR ATLANTA 


Would Benefit the Government and the 
People—Atlanta Hasa Large Territory 
W hich Would Be Tributary to It. 


“Why can’t we have a subtreasury in 
Atlanta?” said Porter Woodson, the pay- 
ing teller of the Merchants’ bank yester- 
day. - ' 

The question was asked suddenly, and all 
a that theré was no reason against 
it. 

“There is not a subtreafom” said Mr. 
Woodson, “between Washington city and 
New Orleans, and the absence of such a 
convenience subjects the bankers of this 
part of the south to ruinous expense and 
no little trouble. When silver accumulates 
in the banks here thew have to ship it to 
Washington or New York at an expense of 
$4 on the $1,000 and then pay the return 
charges on duplicated currency. There 
are some periods of the year when silver 
is ‘dead stock’ and currency not to be had 
except from the treasury or subtreasuries.” 

“Now,” continued Mr. Woodson, “At. 
lanta is a central point, and if a subtreas- 
ury was located here it would be patron- 
ized by bankers and other business enter- 
prizes for a radius of 1,500 miles. Instead 
sending silver off to New York then, as we 
do now, we would simply load a dray with 
$10,000 or $25,000, dump it down in the 
subtreasury and get its equivalent in silver 
certificates which can be used in the regular 
channels of business without inconvenience. 
Atlanta ought to have a subtreasury, and 
if Congressman Livingston would ask for 
it 1 believe we could get it.”

Considerably 
lower prices for hogs at the yards in conse- 
auence of getting no currency to CP aed for 
them, made lawer prices for hog products.

MRS. YAPP SUES FOR A DIVORCE. 


She Says That Her Husband Tried to Kill 
Her While She Slept—Other Court 
House News and Personals. 


Mrs. Verner Yopp has filed a suit for 
divorce against her husband, James Yopp, 
and in it she alleges unusual cruelty. 

€ petitioner alleges that she was mar- 
ried to James Yopp in 1874, on May 12th, 
and that she lived with him continuously 
with the exception of one separation, after 
which she returned to him. 

It is set forth in the petition that it was 
& daily matter for her husband to come 
home with a ragged-edge jag on, and there- 
at proceed to divert himself by making 
declarations to the effect that he would 
kill her, and at the same time*producing a 
pistol. That besides this, Mrs. Yopp says, 
he was cruel to her—treated her in a cruel 
and heartless manner. She repeats the 
statement that he came home drunk, and 
says that he would curse her in a violent 
and outrageous way. He would also amuse 
himself by throwing victuals on the floor, 
breaking dishes and furniture. 

Mrs. Yopp also alleges that a short time 
before their separation she found it neces- 
sary to sleep at the house of a neighbor, 
as she was in continual fear that he might 
reel home and, finding her asleep, kill her. 

In fact, it is alleged, that her brute of a 
husband—for such he is if the petition 
sets foth facts, and the allegations are 
sworn to—was about to put hig bloodthirsty 
and murderous ideas into execution on a 
helpless, sleeping woman. Mrs. Yopp al- 
leges that she was awakened by her hus- 
band trying to kill her. She sprang up and 
caught the opened knife in her hand, the 
blade well nigh severing two fingers from 
her hand. 

On the Friday preceding the Monday of 
April 15, 1893, Mrs. Yopp states that her 
husband was on the point of killing her, 
when her brother rushed up, seized the 
pistol and saved her life, 

The suit was filed by Mayson & Hill, 
and in it a total divorce is sued for. 

They Want 850,000 Damages. 


Mr. W. W. Austell and Mrs. F. C. Aus- 
tell, who own a lot, fronting 119 1-2 feet 
on Forsyth street, have filed a suit for 
$50,000 damages against the city of Atlan- 
ta.
